stand this morning in the trial of 
Mrs. Nellie Muench, charged with 


complicity in the kidnaping of Kelley 
in April, 19 31, and told the story of 
his abduction. 
He was led into the story by J ohn 
Wolfe, 
associate 
prosecutor of 
St. 
Louis County. 
He related that he 
was at home reading the night of 
April 20, 19 31, and received a tele­ 
phone call from a man who gave his 
name as Holmes. 
The man asked 
him to call on a sick boy. 
“ It was a stormy night,” Dr. Kelley 
said, “ so I questioned the man about 
the boy and asked him to give me di­ 
rections for going there. 
He replied 
that he had moved only recently and 
could not give me specific directions, 
but would call me again. 
I asked 
him to find out whether the child 
had a temperature and also tell me 
when he called. 


A SECOND 'P H O N E CALL. 


“ The second telephone call came 
half an hour later and the man gave 
me directions for reaching the place, 
saying the child was very ill and 
they wore anxious for me to call.” 
Dr, Kelley described the route he 
followed to reach a driveway into 
which he turned his car. He said he 
passed another car parked near the 
place and that it seemed to be occu­ 
pied. He believed it to be a necking 
party, he said. The drive which he 
entered was beside a house where 
lights were on. 
“ I looked at the windows of the 
second floor where the lights w'ete, 
and at the door, expecting someone 
to appear. 
But I saw no one. 
I was 
debating whether I had made a mis­ 
take and was about to back out the 
drive when, turning around to look 
back, 1 saw a car behind me and a 
man in front of it. I looked back at 
the house and then the door of my 
car opened and a man got in. 


INSTRUCTED TO DRIVE O N. 
“ He sat down and put something in 
my side and told me to drive where 
he told me. I saw another man then 
near the other car. He ordered me to 
back down to the road and pretty 
soon we ran off ine pavement.” 
The witness described the trip, say­ 
ing he recognized the town of Clay­ 
ton in St. Louis County as they drove 
through it and he recognized a mar­ 
ket near where the kidnaper told him 
to stop. The kidnaper waited there 
for about fifteen minutes before tell­ 
ing him to drive on. 
“ I thought I was being held up,” 
the witness went on. 
“ I had a ring 
on my finger and I managed while 
driving to take the ring off and push 
it down behind the seat cushion. 
I 
also had a scarf pm and tried to 
take it out of my tie. 
Unfortunately 
it was held by a clasp. The man saw 
me working at it.

‘“ Don’t bother about that,’ he told 
me. 
‘You’re not here for that.

TW O PHASES OF CLOTHING PROBLEM. 


The work of the Mutual Help Cen­ 
ter was brought before the new chair­ 
men by a dozen women from the 
John J. Pershing school, who gave a 
playlet that illustrated the work at 
the center, where women from the 
various schools give a day a month to 
the work of remodeling clothes for 
school children. 
Miss Betty Tuttle 
directed this work. 
One woman un­ 
raveled a worn red sweater so that j 
other sweaters might be mended; an- 
other ripped the lining from a warm 
coat and proceeded to reline it, so 
that at the finish a reconditioned 
garment was shown on a smiling 
school girl. 
One of the most inspiring talks of 
the day was that of Miss Vera Moren, 
director of child guidance and adjust­ 
ment, who recently has come to K an ­ 
sas City as a member of the public 
schools staff. 
Her office is in the 
board of education rooms at the public 
library. 
Miss Morcn showed her audience 
clothes are more than a shelter frorr 
the cold, and that they have a place 
in the mental adjustment of the child. 


MORE THAN RELIEF. 


“ The work of the parent-teacher 
association is more than relief." Miss 
Moren declared. It has a more subtle 
phase than does shelter in the child's 
world, important and necessary as 
shelter is. 
Acceptable clothes help a 
child to a mental poise that puts him 
at ease among his associates. 
Be­ 
havior problems often mav b" traced 
to the child's feeling of inferiority be­ 
cause of his clothing. He longs to be 
one of his group, be it a matter of 
overalls, cap. or some other of the 
foibles of school children.

o n the sp o t sup p lied w ith instructio ns and o r­ 
ders ho w to act. T his typ e o f o ffice wo rk o c­ 
cup ies m uch o f the king’s m essengers’ tim e 
these days. 
It is to the histo ry and traditio ns o f the 
co rp s th a t o ne m ust turn to find the basis fo r 
the ro m ance which lingers to day abo ut the 
Silver G reyho und. D uring the century p reced­ 
ing the o utbreak o f the W o rld W ar the ro yal 
co urier co rp s was in the heyday o f its im ­ 
p o rtance and arduo us indeed were th e tasks 
imp o sed up o n the m en. T he gro wing p ress o f 
internatio nal relatio ns, co up led w ith inferio r 
m etho ds o f co m m unicatio n, kep t them h urry­ 
ing abo ut the co ntinent, so m uch so th a t the 
new sp ap ers began to p redict, and w ith a rca- 
.so nabie degree o f accuracy, im p ending changc.s 
in E ngland’s fo reign p o licy just by the activity 
o f the.se co uriers. 
A typ ical exam p le clip p ed 
fro m an Issue o f a daily p ap er o f 1870 illus­ 
trates ho w clasely the new sp ap er m en watched 
th e w earers o f the Silver G reyho und: 
“If the p resence o f tho se hard-w o rked men. 
the queen’s m essengers (V icto ria was at th a t 
tim e i-uler o f B ritain), indicates th a t any im ­ 
p o rtant nego tiatio ns are go ing o n, we o ught to 
be o n the eve o f Im p o rtant events. T here are, 
o r there were yesterday, no fewer th an fo ur 
o f these gentlem en in To urs. Two arrive each

sent gave him 
num ero us o p p o rtunities

excitem ent. 
“He p ut in a lo t o f traveling between August, 
1914, and December, 1919, cro ssing the N o rth 
Sea th irty tim es, the Casp ian twice, the Black 
Sea fo ur times, the M editerranean tw enty- 
two and the C hannel so me eighty-o dd times. 
His first jo urney was in August. 1914, to Bo r­ 
deaux, where the French go vernm ent and the 
embassies had mo ved fro m Paris. He traveled 
by rc^d fro m D inard and returned fro m B o r­ 
deaux in a cargo ship to C ardiff. 
His la.st 
jo urney was in the end o f 1919 to the B altic 
.states and to H. M, S. Delhi, o ur flagship in 
the gulf o f Finland, where o ur three co astal 
m o to r bo ats ran into K ro nstadt and sank two 
Rus.sian battleship s and a destro yer. 
“He, alo ng w ith the Briti.sh co n.sul general, 
were the last to leave A ntwerp just as the 
G erm an tro o p s were entering the city and 
bo mbs w'cre falling into the Scheldt. 
They 
traveled with C ap tain F ryatt o f the Brussels, 
who afterw ards was cap tured by the G erm ans 
and sho t. 
On o ne o ccasio n w hen cro ssing the 
N o rth Sea o n his way to Russia, th e ship was 
struck and Go ff, who was o n the bridge with 
his disp atches, was thro w n to the deck belo w, 
fracturing a leg. a co llar-bo ne, elbo w and ribs. 


T H E SILVER 
G R E Y H O U N D 
BADGE. 


No histo ry o f the king’s m essengers wo uld 
be co m p lete w itho ut m entio n o f the Silver 
G reyho und badge, distinctive symbo l o f the 
co rp s. 
W henever the fo undatio n fo r the u.se 
o f this emblem is so ught a legend brings in 
th e ro m antic figure o f C harles II. 
The sto ry 
savs th a t when Prince C harles was in exile in 
th e N etherlands he had in o p eratio n a regular 
service o f secret me.ssengers to co nvey his let­ 
ters fro m England to H o lland and back. 
In 
m o st ca.ses the.se mes.sengers were the skip p ers 
o f D utch fishing smacks, and as they co uld 
no t all sp eak English it was necessary to p ro ­ 
vide them w ith so me m eans o f insuring the 
safe delivery o f th eir p recio us burdens. 
C harles had w ith him a silver dish, o n the 
lid o f w hich there were fo ur running grey­ 
ho unds. 
He bro ke these o ff and gave two to 
his D utchm en and two to his Engli.shmen so 
th a t w hen two o f them m et in the inns near 
Do ver they were able to sho w each o ther this 
p ro o f o f th e ir reliability. 
T he legend go es o n 
to say th a t when C harles regained the thro ne 
he o rdained th a t the greyho und sho uld be his 
m essengers’ badge and decreed th a t it sho uld 
be wo rn w ith the G arter ribbo n. 
As Interesting as is this legend, mo re likely 
Is the fact th a t th e grevho und is o ne o f the 
sw iftest anim als o n earth and therefo re was 
selected to symbo lize the sp eed a t which the 
ro yal messenger had to travel. 
Then, to o , the 
greyho und has, a t vario us tim es, figured as 
o ne o f the ro yal badges, being traceable to the 
ho use o f L ancaster. 
The great and p alm y days o f the king’s m es­ 
senger service have p assed; in o ne way the 
existing co rp s is nearly a traditio n and alm o st 
a dying industry. 
B ut the co rp s will co me 
agam . Fo r th a t we have the wo rd o f C ap tain 
W heeler-H o lo han. 
“The days are no t so d istant,” he says in 
co nclusio n, “w hen each messenger will p o ssess 
his o wn am p hibio us airp lane, co m p lete w ith 
helico p ter o r auto giro , and take o ff fro m the 
Ho r.sc G uards P arade to w hatever p o st in 
Euro p e he may be sent.

Coining on the heels of the League j 
of Nation’s report, the United State« j 
public health serv ice recently ha s pub­ 
lished a surv ey of the relation between 
economic status and the prev alence 
of illness. 
It shows tha t disabling 
illness is most prev alent among the 
20 
million 
United 
Sta tes 
citizens 
forced on the relief roll by the depres­ 
sion. 
Those families which suffered 
the most had also suffered a rapid 
drop 
in 
income, 
and 
the sev erest 
downward rev ision in their standards 
of life. 
The depression poor showed a rate 
of disabling illness 73 per cent higher 


than their comfortable neighbors. 
It 
was also 9 per cent higher than that 
for the chronic poor. 
These figures were determined as a 
result of a house-to-house canv ass 
among 12,000 families in eight large 
cities and two small communities. 
These figures are somewhat different 
from those which had prev iously been 
published based on death rates and 
reports of communicable diseases. 
As mav be remembered, during the 
Hoov er administration it was pointed 
out that in spite of the depression, 
the death rate and health of the 
American 
people 
were 
improv ing. 
This was ascribed to relief measures. 
The present reports seem to indicate 
tha t the two barometers—death rates 
and reports of communicable diseases 
—are not sufficient to tell the whole 
story.
